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Speech Made by Comrade Choi Yong Kun, Vice-Chairman 
of the Central Committee of the Workers’ Party 
of Korea and President of the Presidium of the 
Supreme People’s Assembly, at the Pyongyang 
Mass Rally in Celebration of the Thirtieth 
Anniversary of the Founding of the 
Anti-Japanese Partisans 


Comrades! 


Today, when Marxism-Leninism whose 
banner was held high by the revolutionary 
forerunners is winning victory in this land 
and when the entire people rallied steel-like 
around the Party Central Committee headed 
by Comrade Kim II Sung are dashing for- 
ward with a surging spirit for the final 
victory of our cause, we significantily cele- 
brate the thirtieth anniversary of the found- 
ing of the glorious anti-Japanese partisans 
that left immortal exploits in the history of 
the revolutionary struggle of our country. 
(Stormy applause and cheers.) 

Thirty years ago, on April 25, 1932, the 
Korean communists headed by Comrade 
Kim Il Sung founded the anti-Japanese par- 
tisans, the first revolutionary armed force 
of our country, with progressive workers 
and peasants and patriotic youths in the 
arduous struggle against the Japanese im- 


perialist aggressors. (Stormy applause and 
cheers.) 


With this the Korean people came to have 
a genuine people’s revolutionary armed 
force opposed to imperialism and reaction- 
ary forces for the first time in their history 
and the anti-Japanese national liberation 
Struggle of the Korean people for the res- 
toration of the fatherland and the freedom 
and liberation of the people made a victo- 
Tlous advance with a greater momentum. 
In the flames of the anti-Japanese armed 
Struggle waged heroically for fifteen years 


under the revolutionary banner of all-con- 
quering Marxism-Leninism against the 
bestial colonial rule of the Japanese impe- 
rialists, the undying revolutionary tradition 
of our Party and our people took shape and 
a solid foundation was laid for the great 
victory of today. (Prolonged, stormy ap- 
plause and cheers.) 

Marking the thirtieth anniversary of the 
founding of the anti-Japanese partisans, the 
entire Korean people look back on with an 
immensely high pride the glorious, histori- 
cal path of the anti-Japanese armed strug- 
gle which won a brilliant victory in the 
arduous struggle against the Japanese im- 
perialists and pay lofty tribute and bound- 
less respect to the anti-Japanese fighters 
who waged a bloody struggle for today’s 
freedom and happiness. (Prolonged, stormy 
applause and cheers.) 


In the name of the Central Committee of 
the Workers’ Party of Korea and the Gove- 
ronment of our Republic, I extend warm 
congratulations on this significant revolu- 
tionary red-letter day to the entire Korean 
people who have inherited the brilliant tra- 
dition of ithe anti-Japanese armed struggle 
and are fighting for the victory of its cause. 
(Stormy applause and cheers.) 

I also extend fervent greetings to the peo- 
ples of the Soviet Union, China and all the 
other countries of the socialist camp who 
are marching together toward the common 
goal of socialism and communism and acti-

vely supporting and encouraging the pro- 
tracted revolutionary struggle of the Korean 
people. (Stormy applause and cheers.) 

I also warmly welcome the delegation of 
the National People’s Congress of the 
Chinese People’s Republic headed by Com- 
rade Peng Chen, envoy of the fraternal 
Chinese people, which is present here. 
(Stormy applause and cheers.) 

In our country the struggle of the Korean 
people for achieving national independence 
and liberation continued without interrup- 
tion from around the time of the Japanese 
imperialists’ occupation of Korea, and the 
anti-Japanese struggle of the masses includ- 
ing the workers and peasants made a swift 
development from the 1920’s under the in- 
fluence of the great October Socialist Re- 
volution in Russia. (Stormy applause and 
cheers.) 

However, the mass struggle at that time 
had no correct revolutionary line, was 
waged in a scattered way and ruthlessly put 
down by the Japanese imperialists. 

At the close of the 20’s and the beginning 
of the 30’s when the Japanese imperialists’ 
fascist suppression became more open and 
a new upsurge was brought about in the 
revolutionary struggle of the masses aga- 
inst it, the Korean communists headed by 
Comrade Kim I] Sung waged an unflinching 
struggle with arms in their hands against 
the Japanese occupiers in defense of the 
freedom and honour of the nation and held 
high the red banner of revolution. (Stormy 
applause and cheers.) 

Under the leadership of Comrade Kim 
Il Sung the Korean communists, firmly 
basing themselves on Marxism-Leninism, 
overcame the limitations and drawbacks 
attending the nat‘onal liberation struggle in 
the preceding period, developed positive ex- 
periences of this movement and brought the 
nat‘onal liberation struggle of the Korean 
people onto a new, higher stage, the stage 
of active armed struggle. 


The anti-Jiapanese armed struggle organi- 
sed and waged by the Korean communists 
in the darkest days of the country under 
the Japanese imperialist rule brightly illu- 
mined the road ahead of the anti-Japanese 
struggle of the Korean people and called 
forth numerous sons and daughters of 
Korea to the road of heroic resistance aga- 
inst Japan. 
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The anti-Japanese partisans waged a 
valiant struggle for a long period aga‘nst 
the most ferocious, vicious Japanese im- 
perialists who maintained a powerful m'li- 
tary force, and always dealt mortal blows 
to the enemy. 

Thanks to the correct line of struggle in- 
dicated by Comrade Kim I] Sung and his 
brilliant generalship, the anti-Japanese par- 
tisans always won victory in the arduous 
battles of routing the barbarous Japanese 
imperialists’ aggressive troops which were 
scores, or hundreds, of times greater in 
number and struck terror into the hearts of 
the aggressors. (Stormy applause and 
cheers.) 


The numerous victorious battles waged by 
the anti-Japanese partisans and the victo- 
ries won by them in a number of battles at 
home including the Bochunbo battle, in 
particular, showed the whole world that the 
Korean people were not dead but were alive 
and were valiantly fighting, and gave hope 
and confidence to our people that they 
could surely vanquish the Japanese imp>ri- 
alists and win freedom and liberation and 
immensely inspired the'r struggle. (Prolong- 
ed, stormy applause and cheers.) 


Under the influence of the anti-Japanese 
armed struggle, the mass_ revolutionary 
struggle of the workers and peasants was 
waged more extensively and actively in 
various parts of our country and the com- 
munists continued to wage a staunch strug- 
gle underground and in jails. 

With its valorous struggle, the anti-Japa- 
nese partisans demonstrated the indomita- 
ble revolutionary stamina of the Korean 
people and precipitated the defeat of Japa- 
nese imperialism. 

Indeed, the anti-Japanese armed struggle 
was a protracted, arduous partisan struggle, 
tHe parallel of which can hardly be seen in 
history. 

Without any armed support or rear either 
at home or abroad the anti-Japanese par- 
tisans fought in the encirclement of the 
enemy. 

However, the anti-Japanese partisans 
fought on, going through all kinds of tribu- 
lations and obstacles and manifold ordeals, 
and won victory through struggle. (Stormy 
applause and cheers.) 

The anti-Japanese partisan fighters armed 


themselves with weapons taken from the 
enemy, displayed peerless heroism in the 
hard-fought battles against the enemy, 
steadily expanding and reinforcing the 
fighting ranks in firm reliance upon the 
popular masses and upheld to the end the 
honour of the revolutionaries with the con- 
viction of the ultimate victory of the revo- 
lution. 

The anti-Japanese partisans were staunch 


revolutionary fighters firmly armed with the 


revolutionary ideology of Marxism-Leninism 
and the mest ardent patriots who, more 
than anybody else, warmly loved the father- 
land and people, hated the enemy of the re- 
volution, the class enemy, and fought aga- 
inst them mercilessly. 


They always put the interests of the revo- 
lution before their lives, devoted their all 
to the accomplishment of the revolutionary 
cause and fought with unfailing loyalty 
only for the freedom and liberation of the 
fatherland, eating in the wind and sleeping 
in the open on the steep mountains and in 
thick forests. 

Neither the enemy’s vicious attempts, ap- 
peasement or deception nor starvation, bliz- 
zards, storms or thousands of ri long mar- 
ches carving out the way in the course of 
fighting the enemy could dampen the burn- 
ing patriotism and revolutionary will of the 
anti-Japanese partisan fighters. 


They knew no vacillation or disappoint- 
ment in face of any obstacles and trials and 
tenaciously fought against the Japanese im- 
Perialist aggressors in the revolutionary 
spirit: “Let’s beat the enemy even if we die 
a thousand times!” 


They always relied upon the people and 
spared no sacrifice for the interests of the 
people. Thus, the people boundlessly loved, 
Supported and helped the partisans and the 
partisans and people iought in a single 
whole. 

The lofty revolutionary spirit and noble 
virtues of the anti-Japanese partisans who 
courageously fought for the independence of 
the fatherland and happiness of the people 
in the arduous period of the Korean people 
are today sowing fiery seeds of fidelity to 
the revolutionary cause in the hearts of our 
People, and they will shine as immortal 
pattern of fighters for socialism and com- 
munism down through generations. (Pro- 


longed, stormy applause and cheers.) 
Comrades! 


The anti-Japanese armed struggle heral- 
ded a new historical epoch in the national 
liberation struggle of our country. 

After that, under the guidance of Comrade 
Kim Il Sung, the Marxist-Leninist theory 
was organically combined with the revolu- 
tionary struggle of the masses and the re- 
volutionary struggle of our people came to 
have for the first time a correct Marxist- 
Leninist programme and_= strategy and 
tactics. 

In the flames of the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle, the leading nucleus of the Korean 
communist movement took shape and orga- 
nisational and ideological preparations were 
made for the founding of the Party. 

The communists headed by Comrade Kim 
I] Sung safeguarded the purity of Marxism- 
Leninism, resolutely opposing sectarianism 
and opportunism of all hues, drew in par- 
tisan units and revolutionary organisations 
workers, peasants and young progressive 
intellectuals, and educated them in the ideas 
of Marxism-Leninism and trained them 
through a practical struggle. Thus the orga- 
nisational backbone for the founding of the 
Party was formed. 

By making a Marxist-Leninist analysis 
of the social and economic conditions of our 
country and the balance of class_ forces, 
thev laid down the character and duty of 
the Korean revolution and a clear-cut line 
of struggle and established the policy of 
the unted front based on the worker-pea- 
sant alliance. 

The broad patriotic forces, rallied around 
the anti-Japanese partisans, fought with 
firm confidence, visualizing an independent, 
free fatherland and a happy future of the 
people. 

And the Korean communists aecumulated 
rich experiences in the upbuilding of the 
people’s power and the people’s armed for- 
through the anti-Japanese armed strug- 
ple. 

Throughout the whole period of their 
arduous struggle, the anti-Japanese parti- 
sans fought in close link with the interna- 
tional revolutionary movement, holding high 
the banner of proletarian internationalism. 

Drawing strength from the existence of 
the great Soviet Union and the growth of 
her might, the Korean communists strug- 
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gled with redoubled courage and _ fought 
under the slogan: “Defend the Soviet Union 
with arms!” | 

Fighting for the liberation and indepen- 
dence of Korea, the Korean communists 
struggled shoulder to shoulder with the re- 
volutionary units of the Chinese people. 

During the period of trials, the fine sons 
and daughters of the Korean and Chinese 
peoples organised the anti-Japanese united 
army in the sacred struggle against Japa- 
nese imperialism, the common enemy, and 


fought for over ten years sharing fate, 
sweets and bitters. 
In the arduous struggle against the 


enemy, our partisan fighters always enjoyed 
the kindred assistance and love of the 
Chinese people and the comrades-in-arms of 
China, and the friendship of blood-ties of 
the Korean and Chinese peoples was formed 
in the joint struggle in which they shared 
their destinies. 

The spirit of proletarian internationalism 
which has been tested and emerged victo- 
rious from the flames of the arduous revo- 
lutionary struggle has been burning to this 
day in the hearts of our people, and this 
invincible banner will always remain in the 
firm grip of the Korean people and _ will 
forge ahead through all adversities. (Pro- 
longed, stormy applause and cheers.) 

Comrades! 

The precious revolutionary tradition, re- 
volutionary exploits and fghting experien- 
ces gained during the period of the anti- 
Japanese armed struggie have become a 
valuable wherewithal for the consolidation 
and development of our Party and the suc- 
cessful execution of the Korean revolution 
following liberation and have constituted an 
important source of all our victories. 

Our Party could set forth the correct line 
of struggle before the people under the 
complicated and difficult circumstances 
following the liberat'on and achieve the 
brilliant successes of today rallying close 
the entire Korean people around it, because 
it carried forward the revolutionary tradi- 
tion of the glorious anti-Japanese armed 
struggle and took as its guide the valuable 
experiences in the struggle. (Stormy ap- 
plause and cheers.) 

Since its founding after liberation, our 
Party has been able to strengthen and deve- 
lop into a mass Marxist-Leninist Party in a 
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brief ‘span-of time, overcoming all difficul- 
ties, and become the steel-like ranks victo- 
riously forging ahead, taking the Korean re- 
volution on its shoulders, for there was a 
leading nucleus tempered and _ seasoned 
through the anti-Japanese armed struggle 
led by Comrade Kim I] Sung. (Stormy ap- 
plause and cheers.) 

Our Party has carried out the historical 
task of realising the complete unity of the 
Korean communist movement after liquidat- 
ing the sectar:ans through a staunch, prin- 
cipled struggle. 

Today our Party has become an unbrea- 
kable Party with more than 1,300,000 Party 
members who are rallied rock-firm with one 
will and ideology around its Central Com- 
mittee headed by Comrade Kim I] Sung and 
an energetic, militant Party which acts with 
one mind and one will as a whole. (Prolon- 
ged, stormy applause and cheers.) 

Our Party has won great prestige and 
absolute confidence among the _ people 
through its practical activities and the unity 
between the Party and masses has been so 
consolidated that no force can break it. 

By adhering to the Marxist-Leninist prin- 
ciples and creatively applying them to the 
reality of our country, our Party has skill- 
filly solved and is solving all the complex 
problems arising in the fulfilment of the 
revolution. 

After scientifically analysing fhe revolu- 
tionary situation created in our country 
immediately following liberation, our Party 
put forward the line of laying a democratic 
base for turning the northern half into a 
firm revolutionary base in the shortest 
period and has pushed it through. This line 
was a development of the revolutionary pro- 
gramme worked out by Comrade Kim 
I! Sung in the 1930’s and it was the most 
correct line for the victory of the Korean 
revolution. 

Our Party established the people’s power 
and enforced democratic reforms in the nor- 
thern half of our Republic and founded the 
powerful, modern, people’s armed _ forces 
with the revolutionary f ghters of the anti- 
Japanese partisan units as their backbone. 

Under the guidance of the Party, the 
Korean people consolidated the democratic 
base politically, economically and militarily, 
and on this basis won the victory in the 
Fatherland Liberation War against the 


armed aggression of the U.S. imperialist 
aggressors, thus defending the independence 
and honour of the fatherland and safeguard- 
ing the eastern outpost of the socialist 
camp. 

The three years of the Korean War de- 
monstrated the inexhaustible might of our 
Party, people and the People’s Army that 
inherited the tradition of the anti-Japanese 
armed struggle. 

The Korean people and their armed for- 
ces, under the leadership of the Party, have 
defended w.th blood every inch of the fa- 
therland against the armed invas:on of the 
sixteen imperialist countries headed by 
U.S. imperialism and routed the aggressors 
by displaying mass heroism like the anti- 
Japanese partisans who fought to the last 
and won victory. (Stormy applause and 
cheers.) 

And the Korean War demonstrated the 
great strength of proletarian internation- 
alism. The peoples of the Soviet Union, 
Ch.na and all the other countries of the 
socialist camp extended material and moral 
support and encouragement to the just 
struggle of our people and especially ‘the 
brotherly Chinese people dispatched their 
volunteers and helped with blood in our 
just struggle. (Stormy applause and 
cheers.) 


Surmounting all the obstacles after the 
war, our Party has victoriously carried on 
the socialist revolution by mobilising the 
popular masses and has registered great 
successes in soc'‘alist construction. 

Today the socialist system which knows 
no exploitation and repression for which 
the revolutionary forerunners fought shedd- 
ing blood, has been solidly established in the 
northern half of the Republic. And our 
country has been turned into an industrial- 
agricultural state with the firm foundation 
of the self-supporting national economy. 

Today we have a powerful heavy indu- 
Strial base with modern machine-building 
Industry as its core and a light industrial 
base, and the rural economy is briskly de- 
veloping on the powerful material and te- 
chnical foundation. 

Science and national culture are effloresc- 
Ing and developing in full scale and the 
working people, once far remote from tech- 
nical civilization, have become a mighty 
Master of science and technique and are 


learried and cultured constructors of a new 
society. 

The correct policy and wise guidance of 
our Partv and the thorough implementation 
of the Party mass line tested through the 
long revolutionary struggle have been rous- 
ing exceedingly high enthusiasm among the 
masses. 

The idea in the on-the-spot guidance 
given recently by Comrade Kim I] Sung at 
the Daian Electric Appliances Factory and 
in Sookchun County is being brilliantly 
materialised and its great vitality demon- 
strated in all work domains. 

The Chungsanri spirit and Chungsanri 
method are being all the more fully carried 
out and are bringing about fresh innova- 
tions in all the branches of the national 
economy.

The growing revolutionary forces in North 
and South Korea will smash the desperate 
attempt of reactionaries and certainly win 
final victory. (Prolonged, stormy applause 
and cheers.) 

Dear Comrades! 

In the past thirty years since the beginn- 
ing of the anti-Japanese armed struggle of 
the Korean communists our people have 
oa indeed, a path of glorious strug- 
gle. 

The Korean: people won historical victory 
in the great revolutionary struggle for na- 
tional independence and social progress. 

But we have not yet completed the revo- 
lution and a greater, difficult task remains 
for us to carry out. 

A half of our land is still occupied by the 
U.S. imperialists and our fatherland has 
not yet been unified. 


The U.S. imperialists, the sworn enemy of 
the Korean peolpe, have turned South Korea 
into their complete colony and military base 
for the provocation of a new war and they 
are suppressing the South Korean _ people 
ruthlessly. 

As a result of the colonial predatory 
policy of U.S. imperialism, the national 
economy of South Korea has gone bankrupt, 
the living of the South Korean people has 
hit the bottom of destitution and sanguinary 
terrorism, slaughter and plunder are rife 
everywhere. 

The U.S. imperialists and their stooges 
are brewing more and more open pro- 
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vocative plots, while intensifying the 
suppression of the people, so as to tide over 
the deepening crisis of the colonial rule. 

Recently, the U.S. imperialists are send- 
ing in succession murderous generals and 
war maniacs to South Korea and raising 
fiantic clamours. 

The U.S. imperialists are scheming to 
bring into South Korea the Japanese impe- 
rialist forces, the sworn enemy who occu- 
pied our country in the past and barbarously 
plundered and killed our people, and frame 
up the aggressive “Northeast Asia Military 
Alliance” by whipping together the Japanese 
militarists and the Pak Jung Hi clique 
through the “South Korea-Japan talks.” 

The Korean people are watching with 
high vigilance such manoeuvres of the U.S. 
imperialists. 

The Korean people cannot repress nation- 
al indignation at the intrigues of the Japa- 
nese militarists to make their way into our 
fatherland again. The Japanese militarists 
would do well to understand clearly about 
the Korean people today and the new epoch 
which has dawned on Asia and remember 
the historical lessons of the past. 

The U.S. imperialists are the greatest 
obstacle to the unification of Korea, the 
vicious disturbers of peace in Korea and 
the heinous enemy of the Korean people. 

So long as the U.S. imperialist aggressors 
occupy South Korea, our fatherland will not 
be unified and the misfortunes of the South 
Korean people will not be removed. 

It is the supreme task of the nation to 
drive out the U.S. imperialist aggressive 
troops and achieve the unification of the 
fatherland. 

Now our people are shouldering the heavy 
revolutionary duty to speed up socialist 
construction through a sustained, arduous 
struggle, drive out U.S. imperialism and 
accomplish the cause of the peaceful unifi- 
cation of the fatherland. 


We should break through any difficulty 
and trial and win final victory for this revo- 
lutionary cause, holding higher the banner 
of revolution which was upheld by _ the 
Korean communists and the anti-Japanese 
partisan fighters in the past period of the 
anti-Japanese armed struggle. 

We cannot forget for a moment the South 
Korean people who are groaning in hunger 
and non-rights under the yoke of the U.S. 


imperialists who have entrenched a den of 
aggression in the southern part. 

It was not for the people in the North 
only to live well but for enabling all the 
thirtv million people to lead a happy life by 
realising the complete unification and inde- 
pendence of the fatherland that the anti- 
Japanese partisans waged the arduous

penny.

We must reliably defend our revolutionary 
gains and fit up more firmly our People’s 
Army as an invincible cadre armv girded 
with the revolutionary spirit of the  anti- 
Jananese partisans and modern technique. 

We have to develop still further our na- 
tional economy and science and culture by 
further accelerating the socialist construc- 
tion and make new advance in the struggle 
for fulfilling the Seven-Year Plan by carry- 
ing out with cred't the national economic 
development plan for this year for capturing 
the six heights. 

The entire people should firmly arm 
themselves with the ideas of Marxism- 
Leninism, revolutionary ideas of the anti- 
Japanese partisans, reject the indolence and 
laxity, keep up a strained and mobilised 
posture and make continuous innovation and 
continuous advance overcoming all difficul- 


ties by exalting higher the revolutionary 
spirit of self-reliance. 

Today we live happily under the socialist 
system, but we must live and fight with the 
Spirits of the anti-Japanese partisans who 
fought through all difficulties for regaining 
a freedom and independence of the father- 
and.

All the South Korean patriotic forces 
must unite themselves firmer and raise 
higher the flames of the anti-American, na- 
tional salvation struggle.
